Heated Debate in Peace Corps 
Panel Continues Next Week

Verbal dynamite explod- 
ed in a campus classroom 
this week when panel mem- 
bers discussing the recently 
proposed Peace Corps aired 
their widely-differing opin- 
ions. 


Part Two of the Peace 
Corps controversy will be 
‘presented in Room A-1 next 
Tuesday, May 9, where student 
participation will continue and 
panel members plan to give ad- 
ditional support to their decided 
views. All students are urged to 
attend the discussion at 11:00 a.m. 

. Plans Expansion 

Moderator Ertugrul ‘Arthur’ 
Dalkiran opened the program 
Tuesday with a brief explanation 
of President Kennedy’s plan, which 
is still pending in Congress. ‘ ‘Ask 
not what your country will do for 
you, but ask what you can do for 
your country,’” was the oft- 
quoted phrase of the President’s 
which Arthur used to pin-point the 
purpose of such a program. 

Hungarian student Jim Oswald 
detonated another panel member’s 
indignant reaction when he stated 
that ‘‘Peace Corps members will 
help to fulfill the American obli- 
gation to help those less fortunate 
all over the world.” 

Form of Foreign Aid? 

SAC Sophomore Bill Thomas re- 
taliated: ‘‘The Peace Corps is just 
another of the varied forms of 
foreign aid.’”? He emphasized ‘the 
ineffectiveness of present foreign 
aid policies in . promoting world 
peace. Thomas attempting to ex- 
plain the reasons behind his 
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refusal to accept the Peace Corps 
program as a sound measure to 
improve international relations. 
“Suppose one of our repre- 
sentatives makes a serious mis- 
take abroad’? Thomas reminded 
the audience. ‘‘Because of his af- 
filiation with the federal govern- 
ment, such an error would reflect 
directly on the United States.” 
Well-Educated Personnel 
Pat Fleming responded to this 
statement by emphasizing that a 
large number of well-educated in- 
dividuals will apply to participate 
in the program. ‘‘We will be able 
to select the ‘cream of the crop’”’ 


she said, ‘and reduce the pos- 
sibility of such mistakes to a mini- 
mum.” 


Ed_ Valentirte from Panama 
brought out the economic aspects 
of the Peace Corps program, while 
Pat Fleming explained the educa- 
tional aims of Kennedy’s proposal. 
“Up to this time, ten countries 
have already applied for Peace 
Corps aid,” Oswald stated after the 
initial talks. 


Students interested in the 
Peace Corps and its effect on in- 
national relations will be especially 
anxious to participate in next 
week’s discussion.
